Gentlemen: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
Town  of  Newport,  accompanied  by  the  Annual  School  Report  of  the 
Newport   School   System. 

During  1964,  operations  were  conducted  within  budgetary  limita- 
tions for  the  fourth  consecutive  year,  and  a  small  surplus  of  slightly 
in  excess  of  $12,000  is  being  returned  to  the  general  account. 

During  1964,  added  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  maintenance  of 
our  Water  and  Sewer  Systems,  and  a  considerable  amount  of  additional 
road  work  was  accomplished.  Other  operations  were  conducted  at  a 
normal  pace. 

During  1965,  it  is  hoped  that  preliminary  work  in  connection  with 
the  Water  and  Sewer  Systems  can  be  completed,  and  that  specific 
recommendations  can  be  made  to  the  voters  of  the  Town  at  an  early 
date. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  many  individuals  and  committees  for  the  support  rendered  to 
me  during  1964.

TOWN  WARRANT 


STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Newport,  qualified  to  vote  on  Town 
Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  and  warned  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Town  of  Newport  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  elect  a  Selectman  for  a  term  of  three  years;  to 
elect  a  Town  Treasurer;  and  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  2,  To  vote  by  ballot  on  the  following  question:  "Shall 
the  Zoning  Ordinance  as  prepared  by  the  Newport  Planning  Board  be 
adopted  for  this  Town?" 

ARTICLE  3.  To  elect  a  member  of  the  Trust  Fund  Commission 
for  three  years  and  all  other  officers,  Auditors,  Agents  and  Committees 
necessary  for  the  Town  Business. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  employ  State  Auditors  to  inspect  and  audit  the  books 
of  the  Town  and  its  departments  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to  pass  any 
vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer, 
Auditors  and  Committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  in  re- 
lation thereto. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  on  the  notes  of  the 
Town  in  anticipation  of  taxes  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  what  discount  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow 
on  1963  taxes  if  paid  within  ten  days  of  the  posting  of  the  Tax  Invoice. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town 
through   Tax   Collector's   deeds   or   in   any   other  manner. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  and  adopt 
the  recommendations  of  the  Budget  Committee,  raise  and  appropriate 
the  various  sums  contained  in  the  report  and  listed  in  the  Budget 
which  include  the  following  recommended  special  appropriations: 

(A)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
file  in  behalf  of  the  Town  an  application   (in  form  and  manner  re- 


quired  by  the  United  States,  and  in  conformity  with  P.L.  560,  83rd 
Congress  as  amended  by  P.L.  345,  84th  Congress)  and  do  whatever 
else  may  be  required  to  obtain  an  advance,  in  the  amount  of  $86,000.00 
to  be  made  by  the  United  States  to  the  Town  of  Newport  to  aid  in 
defraying  the  cost  of  final  plans  and  specifications  for  sewage  dis- 
posal facilities  for  the  Town  of  Newport. 

(B)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $10,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  certain  land  in  Newport  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building  sewage  disposal  sites,  pursuant  to  the  Town's  vote 
under  Article  17  of  the  1964  Annual  Town  Warrant. 

(C)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  the  existing  Town 
sewer  line  from  the  easterly  side  of  North  Main  Street  to  the  corner 
of  Sandy  Lane  and  Cheney  Street  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $5,000.00  for  said  purpose. 

(D)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  request  the  assistance  of  the 
State  Tax  Commission  in  appraising  all  the  taxable  property  in  the 
Town  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Seven  Thousand  Five 
Hundred  Dollars   ($7,500)   as  partial  payment  thereof. 

(E)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  acquire  two  parcels  of  pro- 
perty adjacent  to  Gilman  Pond,  known  as  Charles  Walker  property  and 
the  Mrs.  John  Sargeant  property,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  not  in  excess  of  $8,000.00  for  said  purpose. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  terminate  and  abandon  the  North  Newport  water  system  to- 
gether with  related  rights  and  easements  as  obtained  by  the  Town 
under  an  indenture  dated  January  31,  1906  and  recorded  in  the  Sul- 
livan County  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Volume  163,  Page  566,  and  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  dispose  of  any  property,  rights,  privileges  or 
easements  pertaining  to  or  a  part  of  said  system  and  acquired  by  the 
Town  independently  of  said  indenture  in  such  manner  and  upon  such 
terms  as  they  shall  deem  proper. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Section  1 
of  its  1951  by-law  or  ordinance  "Relating  to  Building  Permits"  to  in- 
clude new  and  used  mobile  home  trailers  within  said  by-law  or  ordi- 
nance so  that  Section  1  of  said  by-law  or  ordinance  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

"No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  erect  any  new  building  or 
structure,  or  locate  upon  land  new  or  used  mobile  home  trailers,  or 
alter,  change,  improve  or  make  any  additions  to  an  existing  building 
or  structure,  including  new  and  used  mobile  home  trailers,  or  cause 
the  same  to  be  done,  within  the  Town  of  Newport,  which  shall  be  in 
the  excess  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars  without  first  obtaining  a  permit 
from  the  Building  Inspector." 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Town 
Conservation  Commission  as  set  forth  in  N.  H.  Revised  Statutes  An- 


notated,  Chapter  36-A. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting. 

(Polls  shall  be  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  9:30  A.M.  and 
shall  not  be  closed  earlier  than  7:00  P.M.)

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  operation  of  the  Police  Department  during  1964  was  con- 
sidered to  be  normal  in  all  respects.  There  were  some  changes  in 
personnel,  and  we  are  presently  operating  with  only  five  regular 
officers,  but  expect  to  recruit  one  additional  full-time  officer  very 
shortly. 

Al- 
though there  may  be  some  noticeable  differences  in  these  statistics, 
there  is  no  significant  trend  in  any  given  area:

Motor  vehicle  violations  continued  to  occupy  a  great  deal  of  the 
time  in  the  Police  Department.  Of  these  complaints,  the  majority 
concerned  speeding,  reckless  operation  and  illegal  parking.  In  the 
matter  of  crimes  and  violations,  the  preponderant  reports  concerned 
drunkenness,  simple  assault  and  larceny.  Again,  there  did  not  appear 
to  be  any  significant  trend  in  connection  with  these  violations.

5 
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FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


During  1964  our  Fire  Department  answered  a  total  of  125  calls 
as  compared  to  130  calls  during  the  year  of  1963.     The  total  insur- 
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ance  value  of  buildings  involved  was  $195,850.  Actual  insurance  losses 
paid   amounted   to   $37,000. 

The  type  of  fires  continued  to  be  about  the  same,  with  the  pre- 
ponderance being  chimney  and  car  fires.  There  also  appears  to  be  a 
rather  high  incidence  of  small  oil  burner  fires  in  private  homes. 

We  did  have  the  use  of  a  new  fire  truck  during  1964,  as  the  one 
which  was  voted  at  Town  Meeting  in  1963  actually  arrived  in  Decem- 
ber of  that  year.  During  1964  we  had  some  rather  high  maintenance 
costs  on  some  of  the  older  equipment. 


WATER  AND  SEWER  DEPARTMENT 


1964  was  a  very  busy  year  in  our  Water  Department.  Many  pro- 
jects previously  planned  were  completed,  and  in  addition,  a  consider- 
able amount  of  work  was  done  in  extending  water  lines  or  replacing 
old  water  lines  which  had  not  been  previously  planned. 

The  overall  survey  of  the  Water  System,  as  voted  at  Town  Meet- 
ing in  March  1964,  is  currently  in  progress,  and  should  be  completed 
some  time  in  the  summer  of  1965.

Added  emphasis  was  placed  on  maintenance  of  our  Sewer  Sys- 
tem during  1964.  Although  there  were  a  sizable  number  of  plugged 
sewers,  the  fact  that  we  had  adequate  equipment  made  it  possible 
to  relieve  these  stoppages  with  a  minimum  of  delay. 

The  Selectmen  are  currently  negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  land 
to  be  used  as  sites  for  sewage  disposal  installations.  This  is  in  ac- 
cordance with  a  vote  of  the  Town  in  March  of  1964.  The  Town  will  be 
requested  to  approve  a  Special  Article  authorizing  the  Selectmen  to 
apply  for  an  interest-free  loan  for  $86,000  to  the  Federal  Government 
for  the  purpose  of  preparing  final  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
overall  sewage  system.  This  request  is  necessary  to  replace  a  vote  of 
the  Town  given  in  March  1964  because  of  certain  changes  since  that 
time. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  main  accomplishments  in  the  Sewer 
Department  during  1964:

CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT 


During  1964  normal  maintenance  on  all  Town  cemeteries  was  pro- 
vided, but  due  to  the  drought  conditions  during  1963  and  1964,  the 
turf  conditions  in  Pine  Grove  and  North  Newport  deteriorated  notice- 
ably. Due  to  this  fact,  a  project  was  initiated  to  refertilize  and  re- 
seed  Pine  Grove  and  the  new  section  at  North  Newport.  This  project 
will  be  continued  in  1965.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


Most  operations  in  the  Highway  Department  during  1964  con- 
cerned normal  maintenance  and  some  additional  blacktopping  of 
roads  in  certain  areas. 

The  usual  calcium  chloride  treatment  was  applied  to  graveled 
roadways  in  the  outlying  areas  during  the  spring  of  1964.  This  con- 
tinues to  be  a  very  effective  treatment,  and  not  only  serves  to  assist 
in  controlling  dust,  but  more  important,  acts  as  a  binder  to  hold  our 
roads  together. 

Later  on  during  the  summer,  approximately  ten  miles  of  black- 
top roadways  were  given  a  sand  and  oil  sealing  treatment.  This  is 
about  twice  the  normal  amount  of  sealing  which  we  have  been  doing 
on  an  annual  basis. 

The  most  significant  work  done  on  roads  was  done  by  contract 
through  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  State  Highway  Department  on 
our  Main  Street.  This  consisted  of  a  complete  new  surface  from  the 
bridge  to  the  common,  and  also  included  a  small  piece  of  Park  Street 
beyond  the  Post  Office. 

Certain  blacktop  roads  in  the  northwest  part  of  Town  were 
scheduled  for  resurfacing,  again  in  coordination  with  the  State  High- 
way Department.  However,  contracts  were  cancelled  by  the  State, 
since  the  bids  received  were  too  high.  During  1965,  it  is  again  planned 
to  resurface  roads  in  that  area  of  Town,  plus  certain  additional  black- 
top roads  within  the  compact  area. 

Some  of  the  miscellaneous  work  accomplished  by  the  Highway 
Department  was  as  follows: 

1.  Old  Kelleyville  Road,  North  Newport  —  Widened  and  graveled. 

2.  Ethan  Smith  Road  —  Drainage  corrected  by  installation  of  31 
feet  of  12-inch  pipe. 

3.  Old  Cornish  Turnpike  —  A  portion  of  this  road  widened  and 
graveled. 

4.  Pleasant  Street  —  Widened  and  blacktopped. 

5.  Birchwood  Grove  —  Roadways  leveled  and  blacktopped,  on 
three   streets.

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NEWPORT  HOSPITAL  REPORT 


In  November,  1964,  Mrs.  Carol  Webster,  R.  N.  joined  our  staff  as 
Director  of  Nurses  replacing  Mrs.  Symola  Carroll,  R.  N.  who  resigned 
in  October. 

Major  repairs  and  replacements  necessary  during  the  year  con- 
sisted of  repainting  all  the  wooden  facings  on  the  outside  of  the  hos- 
pital and  replacing  of  all  the  tubes  in  one  of  the  boilers  in  the  boiler 
room. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Hospital  Aid  did  a  wonderful  job  in  raising 
money  to  help  the  hospital.  They  purchased  an  obstetrical  table  for 
the  maternity  department,  an  autoclave  for  the  central  supply  and 
replenished  the  linen  supply. 

Another  major  improvement  for  better  patient  care  was  the  in- 
stallation of  a  two  way  radio  system  with  funds  furnished  by  the  E. 
K.  Prior  Memorial  Fund.  Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Chester  F.  McSpadden  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Margaret  V.  Chase,  the  two 
private  rooms  on  the  main  floor  were  completely  refurnished,  includ- 
ing electric  beds. 

Thanks  to  the  Rotary  Club,  the  patients  will  be  cool  during  the 
hot  days  next  summer  with  fans  the  club  purchased  for  each  patient's 
room. 

Patient  Statistics  were  as  follows:  Patient  days — 6826;  Admissions 
— 1086;  Births — 139;  Operations — 967;  X-ray  exams — 2494;  Lab  exams 
— 12,669;  Out-patients  treated — 4361.  All  of  the  above  show  an  in- 
crease over  last  year  with  the  exception  of  the  total  patient  days. 
This  was  due  to  a  shorter  length  of  stay  per  patient,  an  average  of 
6.3  this  year  as  compared  with  7.1  last  year.

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LIBRARY  REPORT 


The  library  year  of  1964  has  been  just  as  busy  and  productive  as 
1963  —  book  circulation  has  increased  2,413  over  1964.  We  circulated 
an  average  of  125.26  books  per  day  to  more  than  maintain  the  general 
30  per  cent  level  of  increased  use  of  our  new  library. 

Statistics  may  help  show  the  terrific  rise  in  interest  shown  in 
the  facilities  of  the  library.  Circulation  in  1964  was  38,079.  In  1961 
the  circulation  was  28,748.  Juvenile  circulation  last  year  accounted  for 
30  per  cent  of  the  total  circulation.  The  per  capita  circulation  for 
Newport  has  reached  a  new  high  of  6.97  per  person.  In  1964  teach- 
ers used  951  books  from  the  Richards  Library  for  classroom  work. 

A  high  school  girl  was  added  as  a  page  to  work  about  5  hours  a 
week  to  assist  librarians  in  putting  the  returned  books  back  on  their 
shelves.  In  addition,  Girl  Scouts  Barbara  Aiken  and  Sarah  Blair 
donated  30  hours  of  their  time  to  library  work. 

Part  of  the  continued  interest  in  the  library  has  been  from  the 
volunteer  services  offered  during  the  past  year.  A  series  of  five 
Saturday  morning  story  hours  took  place  last  spring.  A  schedule  of 
school  art  exhibits  started  a  program  of  weekly  exhibits  of  arts  and 
crafts  held  throughout  the  spring  and  summer  under  the  sponsorship 
of  the  Friends  of  the  Library. 

The  librarian  has  started  a  weekly  book  column  in  the  Argus- 
Champion.  She  visited  school  classes  and  hosted  visits  of  many  class- 
es to  the  library.  She  attended  several  state  library  workshop  meet- 
ings to  improve  her  effectiveness  in  our  own  library. 

The  continued  support  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library  was  punc- 
tuated this  year  by  the  presentation  of  the  Sarah  Josepha  Hale 
Literary  Award  to  poet  Ogden  Nash. 

The  Junior  Trustees  have  contributed  much  this  year.  They 
gave  work  afternoons  to  the  library,  ran  the  book  sales  for  the  Li- 
brary Festival,  arranged  a  talk  for  young  people  by  Ogden  Nash,  sold 
books  during  the  Hale  Award  presentation  and  decorated  the  library 
during  the  Christmas  season. 

The  work  of  volunteers  and  the  gifts  of  many  who  have  shown 
their  interest  in  the  library  have  made  this  year  a  successful  one.  The 
Richards  Library  is  being  used  more,  it  is  busy,  we  hope  it  is  ful- 
filling an  increasingly  important  place  in  the  life  of  Newport.

AND    TRUSTEES 
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CIVIL  DEFENSE 


Although  there  has  been  no  public  participation  in  Civil  Defense 
drills  this  year,  the  organization  has  been  functioning  from  its  head- 
quarters in  the  Town  Hall  continuously. 

Contact  has  been  maintained  with  the  State  Headquarters  at  Con- 
cord by  phone,  radio  and  person,  as  well  as  mail. 

Program  papers  as  required  by  the  Federal  Government  to  qual- 
ify for  surplus  property  have  been  completed  and  accepted.  Surplus 
property  has  been  secured  for  several  departments  which  are  part  of 
Civil  Defense.  An  ambulance  has  been  purchased  through  this  pro- 
gram and  has  been  painted  and  equipped  for  emergencies  with 
stretchers,  blankets  and  First  Aid  supplies.  This  vehicle  was  at  the 
Lebanon  fire  and  stood  by  although  not  called  into  action  while  there. 

New  radio  equipment  has  been  installed  which  ties  in  with  the 
Forestry  Department  and  the  local  Fire  Station  frequency. 

The  Headquarters  has  been  completed  on  the  inside  and  furni- 
ture and  lockers  have  been  installed.  Reloading  equipment  has  been 
installed  which  allows  the  officers  of  the  police  to  practice  for  about 
one  cent  a  round. 

Civil  Defense  Police  have  put  in  many  hours  on  the  range  and 
are  quite  adept  with  sidearms.  They  have  also  had  orientation  with 
riot  guns  of  which  there  are  four.  Classes  in  Riot  Control  under  the 
supervision  of  the  State  Police  are  being  held. 

The  big  ten  wheel  truck  has  been  turned  over  to  the  Fire  De- 
partment and  Highway  Department  for  their  use.  A  1,200  gallon 
tank  has  been  mounted  on  the  vehicle  for  carrying  water. 

Excellent  cooperation  has  been  experienced  with  the  Town  offi- 
cials  in   carrying   on   the   Civil   Defense   program   in   Newport.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 


The  major  task  of  the  Newport  Planning  Board  since  its  last 
report  has  been  the  preparation  and  revision  of  several  drafts  of 
a  Zoning  Ordinance  to  be  presented  to  the  1965  Town  Meeting.  The 
ordinance  has  been  considerably  improved  as  a  result  of  continued  con- 
sultations with  Maurice  Cummings,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, and  by  the  public  hearings. 

The  Board  is  especially  grateful  to  the  more  than  100  Newport- 
ers  who  attended  those  hearings,  making  suggestions,  correcting 
errors,  and  therefore  designing  an  ordinance  that  will  better  meet 
Newport's   needs. 

These  hearings  also  brought  out  repeated  requests  for  a  build- 
ing code,  and  the  Board  intends  to  work  on  this  project  in  the 
coming  year.  Citizens  also  pointed  out  the  need  for  subdivision 
control  regulations,  and  the  Board  has  placed  these  suggestions  on 
its  agenda. 

During  the  year  the  term  of  Albert  J.  Gauthier  expired,  and 
Mr.  Gauthier,  because  of  personal  business  pressures,  could  not  be 
prevailed  upon  to  accept  reappointment.  However,  the  Board  has 
not  completely  lost  his  knowledge  and  advice,  for  he  still  attends 
meetings  when  he  can  and  the  Board  is  grateful  for  his  help.  He 
has   been  replaced   by  Patrick  Zullo.

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town 
Clerk,  Water  and  Sewer  Departments,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  and 
Municipal  and  District  Courts. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  December  31,  1963  -  December  31,  1964:

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1963  and  Decem- 
ber 31,  1964,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l.  As  indicated  therein,  the 
Net  Debt  decreased  by  $18,522.43  in  1964.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  esti- 
mated and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31, 
1964,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the 
budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  revenue  surplus  of  $10,718.94,  plus 
a  net  unexpended  balance  of  appropriations  of  $2,186.14,  resulted  in 
a  net  budget  surplus  of  $12,905.08.

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1964,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uni- 
form classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B-l.

B-2. 

Statement  of  Long  Term  Indebtedness:   (Exhibit  H) 

A  statement  of  outstanding  long  term  indebtedness  as  of  Decem- 
ber 31,  1964,  showing  annual  debt  service  requirements,  is  contained 
in  Exhibit  H. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined  and 
audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  support- 
ing invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record. 
Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by 
comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  ob- 
tained from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the 
Collector's  records.  Accounts  receivable  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  De- 
partments  were   also   verified   by   sending  notices   to  persons  whose 
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names  appeared  on  the  delinquent  lists.  The  amounts  of  uncollected 
and  unredeemed  taxes  and  Water  and  Sewer  Department  accounts 
receivable,  as  indicated  in  this  report  are  therefore  subject  to  any 
changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return  of  verification 
notices.

The  Selectmen  and  Tax  Collector  should  examine  these  uncollect- 
ed lists  on  the  tax  warrants  of  1961  and  prior  years  and  such  taxes 
thereon  as  appear  to  be  uncollectible  should  be  abated  by  the  Board.

The  surety  bonds  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Town  Clerk  should 
be  increased  as  follows: 

Town  Treasurer  —  $20,000.00  to  $30,000.00 
Town  Clerk  —  $8,000.00  to  $10,000.00 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that 
this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter 
of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the 
Town.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Newport: 

ENROLLMENT 

School  enrollment  had  advanced  to  an  all-time  high  of  1,430  as 
of  January  1,  1965  —  an  increase  of  48  over  the  number  in  the  schools 
on  January  1,  1964.  Present  estimates  indicate  more  than  1,460 
students  will  be  enrolled  next  year. 

AREAS  OF  INTEREST 

Some  of  the  significant  features  of  this  school  year  include: 

1.  Report  of  the  Evaluation  Committee  of  the  New  England 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  made  in  April  1964 
granting  Towle  High  School  "two-year  approval  to  give  the  town  time 
to  plan  for  the  future  expansion  of  the  school  plant  in  order  to  re- 
move serious  limitations  on  the  educational  prgram." 

2.  The  work,  findings,  and  long-range  planning  of  the  School  Study 
Committee. 

3.  Recommendation  of  the  School  Study  Committee  that  additions 
be  made  to  the  present  Junior  High  School  building  to  make  it  a  six- 
year  Junior-Senior  High  School  with  a  20-year  bond  issue  of  $695,000.00. 

4.  Additional  revenue  from  state  sources  from  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Sweepstakes  amounting  to  $29,848.63  in  1964  and  an  estimate  of 
$40,000.00  from  this  source  in  1965. 

5.  Revision  and  up-dating  the  Newport  Teachers'  Salary  Schedule 
to  make  it  more  competitive  with  those  of  surrounding  communities. 

6.  Extension  under  the  National  Defense  Education  Act  of  Title 
III  funds  in  the  additional  subject  areas  of  English,  reading,  history, 
civics,    and    geography. 

CONCLUSION 

This  is  a  year  of  great  importance  to  the  educational  system  of 
Newport.  To  do  the  necessary  job,  we  must  have  competent  person- 
nel and  adequate  facilities.     The  decision  is  yours!

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  as  principal  of  the 
secondary  schools  of  Newport  including  Towle  High  School  and  New- 
port Junior  High  School. 

This  is  the  first  time  that  these  two  schools  have  been  under  one 
administrative  head.  The  purpose  of  this  re-arrangement  is  to  de- 
velop and  insure  a  well  coordinated,  sequential  school  program  for 
our  students.  Some  progress  has  been  made  in  this  area  and  more 
needs  to  be  done  in  the  next  few  years. 

We  have  been  very  fortunate  to  secure  two  well-qualified  assistant 
principals,  one  in  each  school,  who  spend  two-thirds  of  their  time  in 
administration  and  the  remaining  time  in  teaching. 


A  section  of  the  crowded  Study  Hall  -  Library  at  Towle 
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Teachers  in  several  subject  areas  have  been  meeting  on  a  grade 
seven  to  twelve  basis  to  discuss,  coordinate  and  up-date  their  particu- 
lar subject  areas.  Consultants  from  the  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation have  met  with  teacher  groups  in  the  areas  of  social  studies  and 
foreign  languages. 

The  lack  of  space  at  both  schools  prevents  us  from  offering  the 
program  we  should  in  order  to  effectively  educate  our  students.  The 
lack  of  modern  facilities  and  equipment,  particularly  in  the  science 
area,  clearly  places  our  graduates  at  a  disadvantage  when  they  com- 
pete with  other  students  from  modern,  well-equipped  high  schools. 

The  limitations  of  both  schools  are  clearly  stated  in  the  report 
of  the  Newport  School  Study  Committee.  In  the  interest  of  Newport 
and  its  youth,  it  is  hoped  that  the  citizens  of  this  town  will  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  implement  the  recommendations  of  the  Newport 
School  Study  Committee. 

I  want  to  thank  everyone  connected  with  the  schools  and  the 
citizens  of  Newport  who  by  their  cooperation  have  played  an  impor- 
tant role  in  the  successful  operation  of  Towle  High  School  and  New- 
port Junior  High  School.

Dear  Sir: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
Richards  School. 

School  enrollment  had  advanced  to  an  alltime  high  of  530  pupils 
as  of  January  15,  1965.  With  this  upward  trend  continuing,  it  be- 
comes very  obvious  that  crowded  rooms  and  the  lack  of  adequate  fa- 
cilities will  place  definite  handicaps  on  pupils  and  the  faculty. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  information  that  would  be 
important  for  parents  to  know: 

1.  The  modern  approach  to  the  teaching  of  mathematics  has  been 
extended  to  all  grades. 

2.  Educational  television  in  science,  art  and  the  History  of  New 
Hampshire  has  continued  as  an  aid  to  teaching. 

3.  New  books  are  continually  being  added  to  the  Richards  School 
Library.  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  mothers  who 
are  donating  their  time  in  supervising  the  library. 

4.  For  the  seventh  consecutive  year  Richards  School  has  partici- 
pated in  the  annual  Union-Leader  State  Spelling  Bee. 

5.  Homogeneous  grouping  (pupils  working  with  others  on  a  simi- 
lar level  of  achievement)  has  been  developed  in  the  4th,  5th  and  6th 
grades,  primarily  in  Reading,  Language  and  Mathematics. 

6.  The  sixth  Richards  Grade  Glimpses'  Program  was,  once  again, 
highly  successful. 

7.  Fire  drills  are  held  at  least  once  a  month  and  twice  a  month 
during  good  weather.  Children  on  the  second  floor  of  the  old  build- 
ing have  used  the  fire  escape  during  fire  drills. 
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8.  The  school  counseling  service,  with  Dr.  C.  N.  Allen,  Psycholo- 
gist, has  been  extended  to  an  every-third  week  basis. 

9.  During  the  morning  recess  all  children  participate  in  organized 
games  under  the  supervision  of  a  teacher. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  parents,  citizens,  teachers,  the 
school  nurse,  students,  custodians  and  other  school  personnel  who 
have  given  me  support  and  co-operation  to  make  this  a  successful 
school  year.

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  annual  report  as  Guidance  Counselor 
for  Towle  High  School. 

My  weekly  schedule  allows  me  four  days  at  the  high  school  and 
one  day  at  the  junior  high  school.  Several  evenings  a  month  are  set 
aside  for  parent  appointments. 

Group  guidance  is  being  conducted  in  the  eighth  grade  and  in- 
dividual guidance  is  offered  to  grades  nine,  ten,  eleven  and  twelve. 

The  high  school  guidance  services  include  such  activities  as  the 
following: 

1.  Scheduling  student  conferences  in  the  high  school. 

2.  Administration  of  the  high  school  testing  program. 

3.  Program  planning  and  subject  selection  for  all  high  school  stu- 
dents. 

4.  Scheduling  of  college  and  Armed  Forces  Representatives'  visits 
for  the  high  school. 

5.  Teaching  guidance  units  at  the  junior  high  school. 

6.  Coordination  of  outside  Rehabilitation  and  Employment  ser- 
vices which  offer  assistance  to  selected  students. 

7.  Preparation  of  student  high  school  transcripts  and  official 
school  recommendations  for  schools  of  higher  learning  and  employ- 
ment  offices. 

8.  Providing  up-to-date  admission  and  scholarship  information  on 
all  types  of  schools  of  higher  learning. 

9.  Providing  vocational  information  and  assist  in  job  placement. 
Out  of  school  activities  include  the  following: 

1.  Student  graduates  and  drop-out  follow-up. 

2.  Parent  appointments. 

3.  Informational  programs  related  to  guidance  for  students  and 
parents. 

The  high  school  graduate  of  today  faces  a  fierce  competition  for 
admission  to  schools  of  high  learning.  His  parents  also  face  spiraling 
educational  costs  which  almost  place  such  ventures  out  of  reach.  The 
fund  raising  efforts  of  the  Towle  High  School  Alumni  Association,  the 
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Newport  Service  Clubs,  and  the  parents  and  friends  who  have  faith- 
fully supported  the  Teachers'  Scholarship  Supper  deserve  praise.  The 
scholarships  provided  from  these  endeavors  offer  tremendous  en- 
couragement to  many  of  our  high  school  graduates. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  school  administration,  teachers,  parents  and 
citizens  for  their  continued  cooperation  in  making  this  a  successful 
school  year.

SUBJECT:  Report  of  Guidance  Activity  -  Junior  High  School 

The  Newport  Junior  High  guidance  activity,  while  being  operated 
on  a  half-time  basis,  has  provided  assistance  and  counsel  to  students 
and  has  initiated  the  formation  of  a  complete  junior  high  guidance 
program.  Current  cumulative  student  records,  occupational  files  in 
the  school  library,  post  secondary  school  information,  individual  con- 
ferences, group  and  individual  tests  are  the  present  major  concerns 
of  this  program.  Teachers  and  students  have  been  most  helpful  and 
cooperative  in  expanding  the  guidance  services. 

Students  have  been  encouraged  to  request  specific  occupational 
and  post  secondary  information.  Because  of  time  limitations,  special 
consideration  has  been  given  to  those  students  with  academic  warn- 
ings or  failures.  The  value  and  the  need  for  this  program  is  evident 
in  the  number  and  sincerity  of  students  requesting  guidance  services. 

Along  with  indispensable  teacher-counseling,  the  present  program 
will  allow  for  properly  timed  contact  with  approximately  one  half  of 
the  current  enrollment  during  the  academic  year.

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REPORT  OF  TEACHER  CONSULTANT 


In  reporting  on  some  of  the  shared  services  and  activities  with 
which  I  have  been  connected  throughout  this  supervisory  union,  I 
wish  to  express  grateful  acknowledgment  for  the  assistance  of  all 
school  personnel  and  interested  citizens  in  their  support,  encourage- 
ment, and  cooperation. 

GUIDANCE  SERVICES  —  The  Newport  School  Counseling  Ser- 
vice continued  with  increased  scheduling  for  Dr.  C.  N.  Allen  and  still 
under  the  co-sponsorship  of  the  Newport  Mental  Health  Association 
and  the  Newport  Parent-Teachers-Friends  Club.  It  is  particularly 
noteworthy  to  mention  that  the  Newport  School  District  was  awarded 
an  Honorable  Mention  citation  by  the  New  Hampshire  Council  for 
Better  Schools  in  recognition  of  this  special  program. 

SUMMER  SCHOOL  —  These  programs  were  offered  to  pupils  of 
all  schools  throughout  the  union,  on  a  self-supporting  basis,  and  at  a 
minimum  cost  to  parents  whose  children  participated. 

1.  Reading  and  Mathematics:  Running  for  four  weeks  in  July, 
twelve  groups  (totaling  approximately  60  youngsters)  met  for  20  daily 
hour-long  lessons  taught  by  three  staff  members  whose  objectives  were 
to  provide  some  remedial  work  on  various  reading  and  arithmetic 
skills.  Summaries  and  reports  were  sent  to  parents  at  the  close  of 
the  session  and  copies  were  forwarded  to  each  youngster's  teacher  in 
order  that  some  follow-up  might  be  given  during  the  school  year.  It  is 
expected  that  similar  programs  will  be  offered  during  the  summer 
of   1965. 

2.  Typewriting:  This  self-supporting  program  was  offered  to  two 
groups  (totaling  30  youngsters  from  grades  6  through  9  union-wide) 
and  taught  by  one  staff  member.  These  20  hour-long  lessons  attempted 
to  provide  for  two  levels  —  the  beginners  and  those  with  previous 
typing  experience.  It  was  the  objective  of  this  program  to  help 
youngsters  gain  a  fair  degree  of  proficiency  at  the  typewriter  key- 
board, depending  upon  the  amount  of  practice  each  student  could 
devote  to  it.  For  some  students  it  was  an  opportunity  to  acquire  a 
useful  skill  which  might  not  be  possible  in  the  regular  scheduling  of 
their  high  school  programs. 

ADVANCED  SCIENCE  COURSE  —  With  the  help  of  biology 
teachers  from  the  three  high  schools  of  the  union,  a  special  course 
was  arranged  for  selected  juniors  and  seniors  seeking  further  study 
in  the  area  of  bio-chemistry.  Meeting  at  the  New  London  Science 
Laboratory  for  a  series  of  twenty  90-minute  Monday  evening  sessions, 
12  area  students  enrolled  in  a  course  entitled,  "Chemicals  That  Live" — 
a  study  of  the  nature  and  behavior  of  some  of  the  substances  that 
make  up  living  bodies.  It  was  taught  by  Mr.  Clayton  E.  Fisher,  an 
outstanding  science  teacher  and  former  head  of  the  science  depart- 
ment of  Colby  Junior  College. 
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The  ultimate  value  of  this  course  will  be  measured,  not  so  much 
by  the  credits  these  youngsters  may  be  granted,  but  rather  by  each 
individual's  growth  in  knowledge  and  understanding  of  a  specialized 
field  of  science,  pursued  by  a  self-motivating  desire  to  learn. 

CURRICULUM  —  The  up-dating  of  elementary  school  offerings 
has  continued  for  mathematics  and  reading.  It  is  expected  that  simi- 
lar improvements  will  be  made  as  more  emphasis  is  given  to  the  fields 
of  social  studies  and  science. 

ADULT  EDUCATION  —  This  program  has  included  a  variety  of 
interests,  with  continuing  popularity  for  oil  painting.  This  year,  and 
for  the  first  time,  a  course  in  "Introduction  to  Modern  Mathematics" 
was  offered. 

SAFETY  EDUCATION  —  This  program  of  developing  a  safety- 
conscious  community  is  made  possible  by  materials  from  the  Child 
Safety  Council.  Designed  for  home  use  and  made  available  by  gen- 
erous contributions  from  many  local  professional  and  business  estab- 
lishments, the  program  aims  to  reduce  the  toll  of  accidents  to  chil- 
dren. It  has  had  the  endorsement  of  our  Governor,  Safety  Commis- 
sioner, State  Department  of  Education,  and  local  school  boards.  The 
cooperation  of  local  law  enforcement  officers  at  school  assemblies  for 
distributing  these  materials  has  been  a  regular  feature  of  this  program.

School  Board,  to  determine  the  interest  rate,  date,  maturities,  form 
and  other  details  of  such  bonds  and  otherwise  provide  for  their  sale 
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and  award  and  to  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School  Board 
to  make  application  for  and  accept  on  behalf  of  the  District  any  or 
all  grants  or  other  assistance  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  availble 
in  connection  with  said  project  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and 
the  United  States  of  America  or  either  of  them;  and  take  any  action 
related  to  the  foregoing  matters  or  any  of  them. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  appropriate 
the  money  received  in  1965  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  as  its 
portion  of  the  Sweepstakes  distribution  to  be  set  aside  as  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  35  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  a  fund  to  be  used  toward  principal  and  interest  payments 
on  an  addition  to  the  present  Newport  Junior  High  School  building; 
and  to  further  authorize  the  withdrawal  from  said  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  of  the  amount  necessary  to  make  interest  payments  coming 
due  during  the  fiscal  year  1965-66  on  any  bonds  authorized  under 
Article  8. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School  Board 
to  appoint  the  present  members  of  the  School  Study  Committee  to 
serve  with  the  Board  as  a  Building  Committee  on  the  project  author- 
ized under  Article  8. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  any  unen- 
cumbered balance  accruing  June  30,  1965  in  excess  of  $11,205.00  to 
be  placed  in  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  be  used  toward  the  purchase 
of  a  new  school  bus. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $700.00  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  School  Counseling 
Service.    (By  petition.) 

Article  13.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before   said   meeting.

REPORT  OF 
NEWPORT   SCHOOL   STUDY   COMMITTEE 


The  Newport  School  Study  Committee  will  officially  submit  its 
27  page  report  on  "Newport's  School  Needs"  at  the  annual  school  dis- 
trict meeting,  Saturday,  March  6,  1965,  as  instructed  by  vote  of  the 
1964  district  meeting,  which  voted  to  create  the  committee. 

The  committee,  which  found  definite  and  immediate  needs  in 
Newport's  schools,  has  also  made  recommendations  to  correct  them, 
in  a  long-range  program  of  several  steps.  The  final  result  envisions 
a  six-year  junior-senior  high  school  (grades  7-12),  situated  at  the 
present  Junior  High  School  site  with  additions  to  the  present  building; 
a  new  elementary  school  for  the  higher  grades  to  be  built  at  the 
north  end  of  the  present  Junior  High  School  site,  with  additional 
land,  the  expansion  to  include  athletic  fields;  an  addition  to  Richards, 
which  will  become  the  lower  grade  elementary  school,  with  the  in- 
terior of  the  older  Richards  Building  being  torn  out  and  remodelled 
as  a  cafeteria,  auditorium,  library,  etc.;  abandonment  of  the  present 
Primary  Building  as  a  school  with  the  recommendation  that  it  be 
given  to  the  Town  of  Newport  for  town  offices;  and  the  eventual  dis- 
continuance of  Towle  High  School  as  a  school  (although  it  will  be 
continued  now  as  a  higher  grade  elementary  school)  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  it  someday  become  a  town  Recreation  Center  to  serve 
all,  including  both  teen-agers  and  Golden-Agers. 

As  a  first  step  to  that  end,  the  Committee  proposes  that  a  20-year 
$695,000.00  bond  issue  be  voted  at  this  year's  school  district  meeting 
to  finance  the  purchase  of  additional  land  and  the  construction  and 
equipping  of  additions  to  the  present  Junior  High  School  making  it 
into  a  modern  six-year  Junior-Senior  High  School  which  would  be 
ready  for  occupancy  in  September,  1966. 

The  additions  proposed  would  include  a  new  classroom  wing  at 
the  south  end  of  the  present  Junior  High  building;  the  construction 
of  an  additional  shop;  and  the  addition  of  a  new  and  larger  cafeteria 
and  kitchen  area.  The  classroom  wing,  two  stories  high,  to  include  a 
new  entrance  housing  a  reception  room,  principal's  and  assistant  prin- 
cipal's offices;  records  section;  and  guidance  areas.  This  will  lead 
into  a  nine-classroom  first  floor  housing  the  science,  commercial- 
business  and  art  departments.  The  second  floor  would  contain  a 
large  library  over  the  administrative  offices  and  a  ten-classroom  sec- 
tion that  will  include  a  large  study  hall,  language  laboratories,  and 
a  lecture-visual  aid  room.  The  shop  addition  will  be  added  to  the 
south  end  of  the  present  shop  area,  and  the  enlarged  cafeteria-kitchen 
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will  be  added  to  the  north  end  of  the  shop  area.  This  part  of  the 
building  too,  will  include  areas  for  development  and  expansion  of  the 
music  program.  The  present  administrative  section  will  become  a 
health  area  and  the  teachers'  lounge  will  be  expanded  to  include  the 
present  storeroom  behind  the  present  display  case  in  the  main  cor- 
ridor. 

These  findings  were  made  public  in  the  month  of  January  of  this 
year  and  have  been  given  wide  publicity  by  the  local  press  and  radio. 
In  addition,  they  have  been  thoroughly  discussed  at  many  meetings 
of  local  clubs  and  organizations  by  members  of  the  Study  Committee 
to  bring  the  facts  to  the  people  of  Newport. 

The  Study  Committee  has  also  suggested,  as  a  means  of  financing 
the  bond  issue,  that  Newport's  share  of  "Sweepstakes"  money  be 
used  in  addition  to  the  30%  State  Building  Aid  which  will  be  re- 
ceived. 

This  vote  on  the  bond  issue  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  School 
District  culminates  the  Committee's  year-long  study  and  will  have  a 
definite  bearing  on  Newport's  educational  future  for  years  to  come.
